The pro¬ 
posed camp is situated near Grove- 
land, near the Ketch Hetchy project 
and within a short distance of 
Yosemite Valley. 

W. A. Wieland. director of the 
Oakland municipal camp, and Mrs. 
R. G. Goebbels, a member of the 
board of directors, met with the 
Berkeley playground officials last 
night and told of the success of their 
work.

?ast of the station South Fork on 
he Hetch Hetchy railroad, and four 
miles from what was formerly 
Known as Crockers. 


The site has been provisionally ap¬ 
proved by the playground commis¬ 
sion. Application will be made to! 
the IT. S. forest service of the de- ’ 
partment of the interior for per- j 
mission to establish the camp on the ■ 
site which is part of the National, 
forest reserve. Such' permission is i 
granted to municipalities by the for¬ 
est service without cost. 

It is the plan of the playground* 
commission to develop a camp in' 
thf* s mountains to which Berkeley 
citizens may go in the summer time, 1 
at a nominal cost covering only 
transportation and maintenance, 
while at the camp. Several other | 
municipalities in the state have de-1 
veloped similar projects. The city 
of Los Angeles has already estab¬ 
lished three such camps, all-of which 
are seif supporting.

Definite approval o£ a site on the 
Big Oak Flat road near Hardin 
Falls has .been given bv members 

of the playground commission and 
city council after a tour of inspec¬ 
tion made to the proposed camp. 
Members of the official party ex¬ 
pressed themselves as highly pleased 
with the site, which is situated ap¬ 
proximately 4 000 feet above sea 
level and within five and one-half 
miles of the railroad. 

The south fork of the Tuolumne, 
which runs through the camp, forms 
a natural swimming hole with a 
sand beach and huge granite boul¬ 
ders from which swimmers will be 
able to dive. 

Ul'CiE ROCKS FEATURES. 

At one placo on the site the granite 
rocks protrude from the ground and 
form a splendid camp fire meeting 
place, with a circle of seats or 
benches around a central fireplace. 
These rocks are a landmark and 
are considered one of i'ne most 
beautiful features of the camp. 

Upon the east and south sides of 
the river lies a small clearing which! 
recedes into the hillside and into a! 
thick grove of yellow and sugar pine 
trees, alders and black oaks. Upon 
the clearing it is planned to con¬ 
struct a dining hall of rustic con¬ 
struction, blending into the wooded 
scenery, and among the trees at the 
base of the hill slope numerous 
F tents or one-rom lodges may be 

and protection from the sun. 

Nearby in the grove is a natural 
amphitheater which has already 
been selected as the “Pow-wow" 
center. Forming a background to 
its stage, there stands a gigantic yel¬ 
low pine which measures twenty 
feet in circumference.

after Oakland’s summer camp in 
the Stanislaus National Forest, 
Berkeley will have a recreation 
spot of its own to offer residents 
of the college city during the com 
ing vacation season. 

The work of preparing the site 
chosen by city officials for visiting 
residents of the college city was 
started this week by George lTJelte, 
superintendent of playgrounds. Va¬ 
cations at nominal cost is the aim 
of the playground commission, it 
being proposed to make the camp 
self-supporting in the same manner 
as the one conducted by Oakland. 

Some months ago a camp site 
was given the city of Berkeley in 
the Stanislaus National Forest on 
the Big Oak Flat road, three miles 
from Crocker.s. Sleeping quarters 
and meals will be supplied at nom- 
I inal cost, according to the plans' 
of the playground heads. 

The Berkeley camp has the ad¬ 
vantage of being within twenty-five 
miles of Yosemite, making trips to 
that scenic valley possible, and of 
being within one day’s hiking dis¬ 
tance of Hetchy Hetchy dam. 
Other places of interest near the 
camp include Bower’s Cave, the 
middle fork camp of the Toulumne. 
Lake Eleanor, Sunset Trail and 
Early Intake. 

Announcement of the fees to be 
charged and of the seasons of the 
camp will be made by the play¬ 
ground commission at an early

BERKELEY, May 20.-—Board 
and lodging in the high Sierra at 
a cost of $1 a day for adults and 
60 cents for children will be of¬ 
fered' this year by the city of Ber- . 
keley at its summer camp in the /

First definite plans for the first 
season of the Berkeley camp have 
been announced by Playground 
Supervisor George Hjelte. Follow¬ 
ing is the price scale: Board and 
lodging, adults, $1 per day; chil¬ 
dren from 6 to 12 years of age, 80 
cents; children from 2 to 5 years 
of age, 60 cents.

“Recreations of the kind enjoyed 
by mountain lovers will be organ¬ 
ized by the camp director. Yosem- 
ite, Hetch Hetchy. Bowers Caves 
and other places of interest will be 
visited in excursions and hikes. 

“Fishing in the South Fork of 
the Tuolumne, which passes 
through the camp site, and in 
neighboring streams is some of the 
best the mountain streams afford. 

“Swimming may be enjoyed in 
the natural swimming pool, which 
will have a straightway of about 
sixty yards and which has at one 
side a sandy beach. Horses and 
burros will be available on pay¬ 
ment of a slight fee, announcement 
of which will be made later. 

“The camp is not a sanitarium, 
a charitable institution or a fash¬ 
ionable resort. It is a demo¬ 
cratic vacation place for the people 
of Berkeley who love outdoor life 
in the Sierras.

McEneany presented to the council a petition 
with more than 1.000 signatures of Berkeley res¬ 
idents who oppose the proposed water project by 
San Francisco. 


Berkeley has operated the Tuolumne family 
camp since 1922 under a long terrm lease with 
the U.S. Forest Service. 

Acting city manager Forrest Craven said, 
“over the past 69 years the camp has provided 
nearly 1 million people with a unique outdoor 
recreation experience. , . 

“The camp continues to serve Berkeley fami¬ 
lies in special ways, such as camperships for low 
income families, senior citizens and the develop¬ 
mental disabled who otherwise would not have 
this unusual outdoor recreation opportunity." 

Craven said San Francisco has proposed sev¬ 
eral projects on the Tuolumne River. The Harden- 
Flat water power project includes a proposed 
235-foot high. 750-foot long earth fill dam and 
reservoir with a 430-acre surface area. The

project would be built on the south fork of the 
Tuolumne River and would flood the Berkeley 
camp, Craven said. 

San Francisco is seeking a preliminary 36- 
month permit that would allow it to conduct 
technical, environmental and economic studies. 
The permit and ultimate license, if approved, 
would come from the U.S. Energy Regulatory 
Commission. 

The unanimous Berkeley City Council vote to 
file a petition of intervention means that the city 
will become part of the permit application 
process and will be able to file official objections 
with the federal government. The deadline for 
filing is today.

Perry Patton, who has lived in Berkeley 
since 1913 when he came to the University of 
California, said, “the thousands of people that 
have already enjoyed the camp, and the unknown 
thousands that could still enjoy it are being 
served. It would be criminal and unthinkable to 
destroy one of the most beautiful spots in the 
Sierra.” 

McEneany said the city of San Francisco has 
been “keeping everybody in the dark.” about the 
proposed project.
